2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-51 lacks novelty, inventive steps, and industrial applicability under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Kantrowitz 
(USPN 6,622,140). Specifically, Kantrowitz discloses methods for performing topical sentiment analysis on electronically stored 
communications employing fusion of polarity and topicality and methods for utilizing shallow NLP techniques to determine the polarity 
of an expression. Kantrowitz also provides a method for tuning a domain-specific polarity lexicon for use in the polarity determmadon 
and methods for computing a numeric metric of the aggregate opinion about topic expressed in a set of expressions. 
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
